“Land reform” is a term with multiple mean- 
ings.

For centuries, Spanish Witeritance laws in 
most provinces provided that a farmer’s land 
should be distributed equally among his chil- 
dren.

Good breakfast habits are an 
important beginning to each 
day’s activities. By breakfast 
time at least 10 to 12 hours 
have passed since the last meal. 
Even when sleeping the body 
still must keep operating. A 
well-chosen breakfast helps re- 
pair body losses that occur at 
night and furnishes food energy 
needed for the morning work. 

Breakfast should be planned 
ahead of time and as a part of 
the whole day’s meals. It should 


supply one-fourth to one-third 
of the daily food needs, which 
is certainly logical since we do 
that much. or more of our day’s 
work in the morning. Allow 
lenty of time so that the 
oungsters—and adults too— 
won't have to bolt their food 
and run. 


A proper breakfast plan in- 
cludes the following five foods: 
(1) fruit or fruit juice, prefer- 
ably orange, grapefruit or to- 
mato juice, (2) a protein food— 
egg, meat or whole-grain cereal, 
3) bread or toast, muffin rolls, 
etc., (4) butter or margarin, 
and (5) at least one eight-ounce 
glass of milk. Remember that 
variety in the breakfast menu 
is as important‘ as it is in the 
lunch or dinner menu, and that 
variety will frequently stimu- 
late a slumping appetite.

Fix It Yourself

Painting Green New Wood. 
G ‘eas of dot this whole busi- 


ness of doing it yourself be- 

comes a little confusing. 
Take for example the case of 
a homeowner who had a porch 
added to his home’. He figured 
he’d save a little money by 
painting the porch himself. 

First bit of advice he got was 
to paint the new wood just as 
soon as he could get at it so he 
bought the paint and was all 
set to begin painting when along 
came someone who told him 
the wood was green and that he 
shouldn't paint green wood. 
Now he doesn't know what to 
do. 


The usual rule for new wood 
that is exposed to the weather 
is to paint it right away. If the 
wood is green, however, give it 
about one week of sunshine and 
it will be dry enough to take 
paint. - 


» One good thing about the 
whole deal is that the first coat 
of paint—the prime coat—is the 
most important. Get this =“. 
on as fast as you can and 
wood will be OK for several 
weeks. But don’t let it go too 
long before you apply the sec- 
ond and third coat. 


A prime coat won’t stand up 
too long when exposed to the 
sun and rain and if you allow it 
to wear thin, the wood will be- 
come rough and discolored. You 
can, however, give the prime 
coat a little more resistance to 
the weather so that it will last 
for a month or so before the 
finish coats are applied. To 
do this you simply add a little 
linseed oil and then a small 
amount of turpentine to give it 
good brushing consistency. 

A good trick for exterior 
woodwork is to allow it to dry 
out and give it a prime coat be- 
fore it’s cut and fastened into 
place. This is especially use- 
ful in wet weather when the 
wood can be dried out and 
primed indoors so that when
